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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claims 1-13 and 38-47, drawn to method for assessing immune response 
profiles of animal populations. 

Group II, claims 14-37, drawn to method for ranking relative immunogenicity of two 
distinct proteins. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I and Group II 
are two distinct methods in that Group I obtains differentiated dendritic cells and CD4+ 
T-cells for reaction with fragments of a protein comprising peptides, whereupon the 
proliferation profile of the CD4+ T-cells to each peptide is assessed so as to determine 
stimulation indeces of the CD4+ T-cells against each of the peptide to obtain immune 
response profile of an animal population and Group II prepares sets of fragmented 
proteins comprising peptides from a first protein and a second protein, and obtains 
differentiated dendritic cells and CD4+ T-cells from blood of two distinct animals, and 
combining each of the peptide sets from each of the proteins with each of the 
differentiated dendritic cells and CD4+ T-cells from blood of the distinct animals to 
determine proliferation response of the T-cells to each peptide set from the first protein 
and the second protein and determine their relative immunogenicity ranking.
